DRAFT SUPPLEMENTARY INTER -STATE AGREEMENT No. 1 
Thisagreement is made this the 

......day of 
...one thousand nine hundred and seventy -seven (1977) 
between the Governor of Tamilnadu (hereinafter called " The Government of 
Tamilnadu " which expression shall, where the context so admits , include his 
successors in Office ) on the one part and the Governor of Kerala (hereinafter 
called " the Government of Kerala " , which expression shall, where the 
context so admits, include his successors in Office) on the other part. 

1. Stage carriages. Subject to the conditions of the existing agreements 
the stage carriage services to be operated by Tamilnadu operators and Kerala 
operators in supplementation of the existing services on the inter-State routes 
between the States of Tamilnadu and Kerala shall be asshown in the Appendi 
ces A and B respectively. The existing service ofone bus with 6 single trips 
operated by the Tamilnadu operators on the route Nagercoil- Trivandrum via 
Monday Market shall be discontinued . Temporary permitsmay also be issued 
pending finalisation of this agreement on single point tax . 

2. Public Carriers. (a ) Subject to the other conditions of the existing 
agreements, the total number of permits (other than temporary permits issued 
under section 62 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939), for public carrier goods 
vehicles for operation on inter- State routes between Tamilnadu and Kerala , 
on single point tax shall be fixed as 2800 and number of such permits issued in 
each State shall not exceed 1400 . 

(b ) The quota of such public carrier permits of each State to be 
countersigned by the other State, in accordance with the proviso to sub-section 
(3) of section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939, shall be 1400, the position 
being reviewed when the number of permits in onc State reaches 1375 . 

Explanatory Note 
Inter -State Road Transport between the States ofKerala and Tamilnadu 
is regulated by the Inter-State Reciprocal Agreement executed by both States 
with effect from 1-7-1976 . As per clause VIII of the agreement any clause 
in thatagreement or its appendix may be amended or a new one added to it 
at any stage only after mutual agreement between the two State Governments . 
Both these State Governments felt the necessity for operating of new routes, 
extension of existing routes and operation ofadditionalservices. Accordingly 
both the State Governments have agreed to execute a supplementary agree 
ment for the above purpose. Hence this notification .
